Dr. Stanley Marshall was appointed permanent president 
of Florida State Univemty by the Board of Regents Jum 
6. The appointment was made in spite of recommendations 
from several sources, including a special advisory committee 
of faculty and students, that the pmnanent presddent of 
FSU be selected from outside the university. 

In tfie badcground were memories of tense Wmter and 
Spring quarters - memories of the arrest of 58 students, 
bayoneted riot poUce, "anti-Marshall" resolutions by 
Student Senate and 12 or 14 academic departments, and 

the signs, "We demand an end to repression on thfc 
campus" and "Stan is a four-letter word." 

After Dr. Marshall's appomtment the critical qi^tion 
was: Where do we go from here? He has answered the 
question thusly: "We go forward - together." 

For our own sake, for the unwersity's sake, for the sake 
of education, may we - no, we must go forward - 
together!

A reviMd set of university 
regulations on student conduct 
was drafted by the 
admuiistration and an ad hoc 
faculty-student committee this 



summer and has been approved 
by President Stanley Marshall. 

Entitled "Stutot Conduct 
and Discipline," the new 
document replaces the 
regulations which have appeared 
in the past in the Pow Wow 
bulletin. It has been printed in 
a separate booklet, but wfll be 
distributed with the Pow Wow 
during orientation and 
registration. 

The regulations are divided 
into five sections. The first 
section, labeled "Student 
Ojnduct," is an introduction. 
The second, "Rights and 



Responsibilities," defines tlie 
"open platform" areas on 
campus, the method for 
reservation of rooms in 
university buildings by student 
groups, and rules for pidceting, 
distribution of literature, etc. 

Section three, "Rules and 
Regulations," defines student 
offenses subject to disciplinary 
action and the penalties which 
amy be imposed. The fmirth 
section provides for the 
organization of the university 
judidal system. The last section

Executive Vice 
President M. Cecil Mackey and 
his staff, the Univcraty's 
Comptroller and its Attorney 
will move into their new 
quarters in Westcott at thrt 
time. 

Green said buildings nearing 
• inal stages of construction 
include the Fine Arts buUding,

to move into the latter part of 
November; and the Engineering 
Science building, which should 
be ready for classes the latter 
part of October. 

Looking to the future. Green 
said the Office of University 
Planning has been asked to 
complete plans for the College 
of Law Building and advertise 
for construction bids. 
This should be accomplished 
within the next six weeks. 

Within the next 60 days bids 
should be let on an apartment 
building to house 384 single 
undergraduate student. 

The apartment comples. to

ei^t-stoiy buildings, with 64 
apartments in etdi. Of these, 
half will be efficiency 
apartments and half will be two 
bedroom units.

When registration begins 
today the first of over 18.000 
students expected to repster 
for the faB tpurter wiB begin 
poiuing in. 

The 18.000 expected 
students is an increase of 
approximately 15 per cent over 
the 15,598 who attended FSU 



during faU quarter 1968. 

Lower division enrollment 
dropped 11 per cent, from 
6,303 to an expected 5^60. 
But this decrease was offset by 
an almost 30 per cent increase 
in the upper division, 6,281 to 
an anticipated 8,100, and jump 
in graduate enrollment, from 
3,014 to an expected 4,530. 



A major change in the 
procedure of paying for 
registration fees has been 
announced by the Con^>trotter's 
Office. The change, to become 
effective this quarter, is 
designed to eliminate at least 
one waiting line through which 
the student would ordinarily 
have to pass and allow more 
time for acuUl payment. 

The fee car has been revised 
to allow the registrant to 
con^te his own fee according 
to the rates on the back, place 
the amount due on the card . 
enclose the proper amount by 
CHECK ONLY and the 
completed card in the envelope 
and deposit it in one of three 
receptades provided by the 
Bursar's Office or the 
registration area. Un<ter no 
circumstances is the student to 



put cash in the envelopes. Cash 
payment must be made in the 
Bursar's Office located in the 
deposttoiy. 

Billing cards will be provided 
for those attending college on a 
sdiohurdup. These are to 'Be 
completed and deposited in the 
receptacles and FSU will send 
the tuition bill to the 
organization granting the 
scholarship. 

A bte registration fee of S3 
for each working day late will 
be assessed to each student 
whose card and tuition is not 
turned in or mailed by Friday, 
Sept. 26, at 4 p.m.

On Other Campuses 

Outside Pressure 
For Campus Reform 



Rochester, N. Y.-(I.P.) 
The nation's unhrersities "are 
about to be subjected to severe 
outside pressures to reform," 
according to W. Allen Wallis, 
president of the University of 
Rochester. 

President Wallis noted tfitt 

"unlike the reforms that ha»e 
come recently from inside 
universities), these outsMe 
reforms will not be aimed at 
having students take over the 
functions of the faculty, and 
faculty take over the functions 
of the trustees and 
admioistration. 

"On the contrary, faculties 
win be accused of being greedy, 
treacherous, and irresponsible: 
and the public will demand that 
they nudce the students behave. 
AdnunistratOTS will be accused 
of being witless, spineless, and 
irresponsible; and the pubUc 



will demand that they make 
faculties behave. 

"Trustees will be accused of 
being stupid, negligent, aiul 
irresponsible; and the piri^ 
win demand that they nuke 
administrators behave. Too 
few friends of universities will 
ally themselves with this 
movement to channel-' it 
constructively, as were the 
reforms impoaed on Oxford and 
Cambridge by Parliment 100 
years ago, especially in the Acts 
of 1854, 1871. and 1882." 

Describing the role of 
universities. President Waffit 
noted tint in 1%2 he had 
pointed out that "universitieis. 
are too often justified by the 
demonstrable results they 
achieve, particularly the 
tangible, material results. But 
universities ought to be judged 
not by resulte but by processes, 
not by ends but by means.'*

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Store Policy Changes 



* The controversy over the operations of the Union Store and 
University Bookstore was one with which almost even, f SU student, 
no matter how apathetii.-. was familiar. High prices, preferential 
treatment of stall and iaciiii> , and transfers of profits into stadium 
funds became, if not burning issues, at least issues of the day. as 
students complained that the university should not make a profit 
from the supply of academic necessities. 

A Faculty-Student committee formed to urge the establishment of 
a cooperative, with profits returned to the students; another stutfent 
grpup began tlie summer with a picket line in front of the bookstore, 

urging a boycott. 

Shortly after his appointment as permanent president. Dr. Stanley 
Marshall charged then-Vice President for Administrative Affairs Cecil 
Mackev i b.-in an investigation of the store operations. Macke\ "s 
report, submitted and adopted by Marshall during the last week of 
classes, did not recommend the implementation of a cooperative or 
the transfer of the control of t!ie stores to the University Union 
Board, two proposals which had been backed by various students or 
groups; but it did recommend the removal of many inconsistencies or 
inequities in the operations of the university stores. 

Under the new poUcies, "a mechanism will be provided for input 
from the various segments of the unwersity community concerning 
university stores policies as well as an evaluation of the quality of 
services offered." According to a memo from Marshall, this will be a 
seitsn-member Policy Advisory Board, composed of studenU, faculty, 
and staff. 

The former 10 per cent discount granted to faculty in purchases 
from the bookstore' has been discontinued and replaced by a S per 
cent discount for all customers. Students reselling books will receive 
60 per cent of original purchase price, and used books will be sold by 
the bookstore at- 75 percent of that price. 

Hie 10 per cent discount formerly given to staff and faculty on 
purchases from the Union Store has been discontinued, and an overall 
pnce reduction, averaging 10 per cent on all items, is scheduled 

Tlie practice of allowing union store employees and faculty a;, a 
staff to purchase certain items at cost plus-10 per cent has' been 
discontinued.

nts Balk on Tenure 



Tenure became a famihar term to many students this spring when State Representative Richard Deeb 
of St. Petersburg attempted to intiodiue a bfllinto the 1969 L^idatiae to aboiUi temue for state 

university professors and administrators. 

Tenure, which is basically a guarantee that a professor cannot be dismissed without cause and due 
process after he has been panted tenured status by review of ha coOeapies and the univeraty president 

and the Board of Regents, was seen by Deeb as not a quarantee of aoideinic freedom, but a shield 
behind wliicli "troublemaking" or incompetent professors could hide. 
Educators deoied the bill, and it never readied the floor; but it came as no surprise when University 

Chancellor Robert Mautz announced before the JuK meeting of the BOR that he would recommend a 
review of the state tenure system after the regents had approved this year's list of professors 
recommended for tenure. 

But a surprise did come at the BOR meeting when Cliannian Bnikc Kihlcr asked for a motion to 
approve the recommended candidates, none was offered. Hcnr> Kramer sUled that the perstmnd 
committee had had no time to review the names; but it was Clarence Menscr's comment, that tenure 
served as a erutch for a lot- of "scabby tc.iehers." that drew the headlines. 

Reaction from the university coniniumty was quick and critical; the Regents quietly approved the 
tenure list at the September 5 meeting, over Menser's protest that it was being "sleamrollcd." 

.Any reform which nught be made of the system for granting tenure in Florida universities would 
probably effect FSU only shglitly ; the main issues are granting tenure to assistant professors and 
instructors, or to persons only teaching in Floricb for three years. FSU does neither; its lenuie 
rcgulati-niv arc alrc;uh vfMcr tlian an> !ikel> In be proposed.

The second is to invest^ate 
both statistically and 
theoretically the relationships 
between wind, waves, tides, and 
the longshore current to 
provide a measure of drift 
p)rediction. 

Environmental Changes 
Scientists feel that 
en v i r onme n tal dmges along 
beach fronts have much to do 
with the deterioration of 
landladies, homes and other 
structures. Through information 
obtamed, newer and fresher 
approaches, to architectuial 
concepts for coastal areas are 
expected to be obtained. 

Ihii geological process study 
is being investigated by Richard 
Bruno, a graduate student in 
Florida State's Ointment of 
Oceanography. The project is 
being conducted under a 
fellowship program sponsored 
by the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineering of the Mobile 
District and the Coastal 
E^meering Research Center. It 
win involve the North Florida 
counties of Escambia, CMcaloosa, 
Walton and Bay. 

Obacrvstkmists (riay a big 
role in the new program and 
developers hope soon that all 
points along the study route 
w31 be manned by volunteers. 
Hie study is designed around 
an intensive-survey ^site, 
supporting visual observation at 
other locations and periodic 
aerial photography. 

The area of concentration 
centers around the Crystal 
Beach Firiiiag Pier, located 



about five miles east of Destin. 

An area extending three miles 
east and west of the pier is 
investigated bi-weeUy by Bruno 
and his assistant, Larry Pippin, 
a senior at Chotawhatchee High 
School. 

The Crystal Beach Pier was 
instrumented by the Coastal 
Engineering Research Center to 
provide a continuous wave 
record. Bruno has designed a 
unique system to take time 
lapse photographs from a 
weather balloon to determine 
wave patterns on current 
movements. 

Other aerial photography is 
iimdved in the pnject, and the 
four counties are expected to 
help with expenses. One fl^t 
now, and one ffigM * y«u fro™ 
now, will be conducted as part 
of one phase of the program; 
and Dr. Good^ will fly and 
take other necessaiy films for 
yet another phase. 

Visual observations are being 
made by State Park Rangers at 
St. Andrews, Gray ton Beach, 
John C. Beasley, and Ft. 
. Pickens State Parks.

Laos Involvement 



ASHINGTON (UPl) Senate Etemocratic Leader Mike Mansfield 
arned Sunday that U^. involvement in Laos has grown to "disturbing 
roportiom,** He caBed for an i mH w dl rt e ftwze on the lend of 
rst)nnel there and in the rest of Southeast Asia. 
Mansfidd, in a ipedal report to the Senate Foreign Relations 
nunittee OR a tiio^vdc trip to Ada, «id hoadredi of Ameri^ 
d been lost in Laos as the result of a steady U.S. build up there. 
He called for a "rigid and immediate curb" on .military assistance 
roughout Asia and an im me dia te frae» "on aB official peraoond 
creases, military or civilian, in Southeast Asia." 
Mansfield joined a mounting chorus of protests fron senators about 
aihial spr e a di n g of tte Vietnn Wm iolo aeiglibofteg Laos. The 
ajorily leader said he did not believe the warnings resulted from any 
L-w developnent there, although he told newanen that U.S. air sorties 
to Laos '^lawe mcnaaed si gnif i c M t i y in recrat weda.** 
Sen Stuart Symington, D-Mo., who begins a subcommittee 
nvcstigatton of the situation next week, says the United States has 
-en at war in Laos for yean. 

Most of tliis involvement is believed to be ainKd at prevcniinj; North 
letnamese infiltration into the south throu^ Laos. Mansfield said he 

ew of no U.S. decisions to give dote air support or other direct 
i!i!it.ir\ assistance to the Royal Laotian Army fighting insurgents. 

In his report, Mansiield said the growth of U.S. reinvolvement in

political and social order."

Herein lies the root cause for 
much of the discord which has 
hit the college campus during 

the last five \ ears. 

These two high goals of 



education create the following 

problem: Wliat is change, who 
defines it and how can it come 
about if change means the 
possible abrogation of the role 
of the educator as transmitter of 
tradition? 

During the past five years, 
numerous colleges and

Although risking 
overgenerali/alion. this 
statement speaks in ih.,- 
deficiencies of an educational 
system that is not directly 
geared toward the great 
problems confronting mankind: 
wars of mass destruction, 
overpopulation, pollution and 

the depletion of resources.

Today's college students arc 
far better informed than past 
generations, and are genuinely 
concerned with the gravity of 
these problems. But they see a 
society preaching peace while

Why tonight's convocation It's an attempt to achieve 
unity - a major step in Pteadent Mandufl's efforts to unify a 
severely divided university. 

It's not a convficated step, but one that mii^t go a long 
way. For one tiling, it will be done on one of those rare, 
non-athletic occasions when students, faculty, ami 
administrators are g^theced together in one place and this 
might be wwth something. ^tBipi firom tfiis physicd uniting 
w3l come a aporitnal umtmg of Mrti. 

It s extremely difflcult for President Marshall to make a 
personal iqipeal to a uiriveisity community tiMch consists of 
better than 20,000 persons. At least, weather pennitting. he 
will have the opportunity to |>erNonally contact a sizeabk- 
number tonigJil No doubt, his Stale of tlie University' 
address will contain comments on unity and probaUy a 
leaiflnniiV <rf'his diarge that "We go fonnrd - togtOm." 

There is a Ceding of optinnsm pioent in the minds of 
tiuuiy due to a sununer away frmn it aH and the freshness 
that seems to automatically come with the beginning of a 

new academic year. Becau<ie of this optimism. President 
Marshall's appeal might fall on receptive ears. 

Tlie convocation might be a great step forward for another 
reason. Basically, it is an extension t«) the entire university 
ctmimiuiity of ceremonies formerly participated ui by faculty 
and administration. TWi ope n ing up. so-to^pok, Mcns to 
indicate a desire by President Marshall to reach all segments 
of the university And such a desire might mean he is willing 
to do whatever it takes to reunify that which, we feel, be was 
pardy respomibie for <ivi(ing last year. 

May the rain cool it by 7:45 tonight. May a lariiie 
representation of the ua i v eis ity community assemble to hear 
what the president ha.s to say. When the convocation is over, 
its accomplishment might prove to be negligible. But. at this 
stage of the game, a convocation - practically anything 
seems to be worth a try.

That FSU's state is one of "robust good health." is the final 
condusion of President Stanley Marshall. He likened Uie university to 
an athlete "primed for the opening gun, fit and ready" ta hb "State of 
the University" address at the Ccjiivocation last night. 

He sighted as reasons for his forecast of optimism, the progress in 
"virtually every area of university affairs." 

The convocatimi, first of its kind at FSU was designed to bring 
together all segments of the university, thus providing an opportunity 
for allof us to pause and address ourselves to some of the iiiq>ortant 
issues facing the university as it begins its 23rd year as Fknida SUte 
Univmity,''e]qdainedlihr8faall. ^ 

In speaking about progress, he pointed out the "plwnomenal 

^ -rfih- growth" in the size and quality of the student body, enuninence of the 
faculty, the range of academic programs, broadened scope of research 

and development and the rapid growth and qpOty ai fte grattaHe 

plograms 

FKJ's budget has not remained idle either, jumping from $9 nuUion 
in 1957 to almost $60 million tfiis year, he further noted. 

CHANGE IS NOT ACCEPTABLE for the sake of change or simply 
because of pressure, Marshall explained as he ouUined some of the 
characteristics of the new administration. However, he did ackno«de<^ 
that we must "pursue change vigorously and aggresively because many 
of our present policies simply cannot be defefined on any baas of 
effedency, logic or their effectWeness is Kliieving desirable goals." 

He spoke only biietlN about campus unrest - explaining thai he felt 
the matter has received far too much attention. "I have already said 
what 1 have to say on it more times than enough, and the students haj/e 
received the newly revised Rights and Responsibilities." said Marshall. 

The Presidcnl also expressed feeling that the adminislialion will try 
to involve all segments of the univeraty in the deciaon making process 
and also engage FSU in serious and continuing planning for its own 
future. 



EXPRESSING CONCERN for FSU's future revenue problems, 
Marsliall explained that signigicanl efforts arc being devoted to the 
seeking of private funds, pointing out that several of the nation's large 
private universities derive more than half of their support from tax 
sources in the form of government subsidies, grants and contracts. 
"Thus the argument that only private universities should receive private 
financial support because puWic funds go to public universities is not 
longer valid," Marshall added. 

Of two minority groups on campus will be met within tlw next f0ii 
weeks, according to Marshall, who promised the black students and the 
international students space in a desirable location on campus in which 
they will be able to hold meetings. Cautioning all members of the 
academic community not to talk liglitly of exceUence or take greatness 
for granted, President Marshall exclaimed, "The months ahead may 
very well give us the greatest challenges and the greatest opportunities 
wc have ever had, and my prayer tonight is that each of us wiU seize 
upon every opportunity that we can find to build here a uraveisity of 
true distinction. ^ 



Florida's Tropical Depression 
Swamps Panhandle 



More than 1 7 inches of rain 
destroyed crops and flooded 
homes, isolated a town and 
created a "mini-disaster' 
Monday in Florida's eastern 
Panhandle. 

No serious injuries were 
reported in flooding tr^gered by 
a tropical depression that came 
ashore Sunday. The tobacco-rich 
town of Quincy, 25 mfles west 
of Tallahassee, was without 
telephone service and nearly all 
roads leading to it were blodnd 
by high water.

The depression continued 
nortlivrard across the narrow 
Puihan^, dumping heavy rains 
in southern Georgia and 
Tallahassee. 

Along the Georgia-Florida 
border more than 17 indies of 
rain fell. Torrential rains tapered 
off in the southeast yesterdat. 
The Ochlocknee River drove 
dozens of persons from their 
romes in Florida.

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Students Make Grass |

lliis siinimer, FSU students with the university's permission and 
support made "grass." Actually they made artificial seaweed. 
Dr. R. W. Menzel Parted a research project investigating the 
jolugical potentials of artificial sea grass. Also working on the project 
were three graduate students in Oceanography (Slave labor). Miss 
Lorane Kadar, Miss Martha Moulton and the author; an advanced 
undeigraduatc from tlie biology Oepartnient, Mr. Rob Wliite; and two 
higJi school students, Miss Peggy Schisswhol of Tallahassee and Chucic 
Herzog of Richmond Va. Chuck was here for the summer as part of the 
NSF suiiimcr institute program. 

The students, working under Dr. Menzel's guidance, made the grass 
by attaching strips of a specif buoyant nnterial, CMtm, to friastic 
coated fence wire. The strips were tied in clumps so as to resemble the 
real sea grass (Thalassia sp.) near the marine laboratory at Turkey Point. 
Tlie number of clumps per square yard and the nunAer <tf strips of 
Olifern per clump were varied by fite students. In this way they hoped 
tu produce a physical habitat much like that of natural sea grass. 

The artificial sea grass was placed on the bottom near die marine 
laboratory in six places. Four were placed in an area where the grass 
been killed by dredging when the channel for the laboratory was 
iiig cleared. One was placed in a thick growth of nttwil sea grass and 
llic sixth was placed in a bare patch where the grass was not growing. 
After two weeks. Dr. Mcii/cl and his students began to sample the 
iss to determine what was hvmg on and in it. This sampling will 
" k for about one year m which imic Dr. Menzel and two Master's 
c candidates. Miss Kadar and Miss Moulton . hope to learn it such 
artificial sea grass can inaease the productivity of areas where the grass 
will not grow or restore productivity to areas wfaeic the lUMural grass 
has been killed by dredging or pollution. 

Iroiii participating in the 
priiiecl this summer fresh scallops which the students found on tfic 
1^ ' Horn near the marine laboratory. The scallops were gathered and 

cpared and they were good to eat . 
Several porpoises were sighted in the water near the test sites as well as 
couple of sharks. The porpoises were welcome, Flippet-like 
o mpj iHins. but the sharks were a difTerent matter. After sightmgthe 
first sliark, the students who were wading among the artificial grass 
decided a boat would be the thing to have handy. After sighting tlie 
iccoiiii, liicrc was thought given by some to changing their major and 
clianging it quickly. The students decided to lUy. however. There were 
no more sharks and- no casualties. 



Survey Reveak 

Strong Student Opinions 

Florida State's Off-Campus Counseling Service conducted an information survey in the Spring of 1969 
with some inteicstaig results. The survey asked for opinions on everything from campus parking to student 

politics and demands for beer in the Rathskeller. Campus ferment from the student-administration 
confrontation and student demonstrations were sinunering warmly among many students. Much of this 
ferment came out in tfae survey. 

Strongest reactions came from questions of student demands and responsibilities. A resounding 83.02% 
responded Yes to a question of whether student should have some degree of control over courses offered 
them. An even more forceful 88.97% demanded a non^irofit university bookstore. 

Tlie vehicle for student protest was left undecided in a split 41 .227r and 40.78% OfMnion, re^ectively, on 
wliether strike is or is not legitimate means of action for students and faculty. ^ 

However, a nugority 62.55% disapproved of the police tactics used to hmdie the S>S sititttkMi on 
campus during the Spring. 

Several opinions could prove to be forerunners of student action for the Fall of 1969. They reflected a 
desire for more personal responsibilities for students, espedally self-relating responsibflities. Among these 

opinions was a 52.259^ negative response to required campus residence for freshman and sophomore 
women; a 69.81% positive response to students being allowed to act according to their own conscience after 
school hours and not be held reqxjnsibie by the university; and a 73.73% objection to required attendance 

in order to pass a course. 

Wlieii asked to classify themselves politically, a majority of those surveyed (40.20%) ranked themselves 
as moderate, with 31.93% claiming libml, 13.79% going conservative, 4.06% other, and 6.68% either 
undecided or unanswered. 3.347^ claimed to be radical; 

On strictly campus matters, those surveyed voted 68.65% for beer in the liathskeller, while 50j07% 
graded campus parking as "F". A 59.07% majority felt that Tallahassee is not geared toward students

Leonard 
was attempting to assure the lawyers the A^iinistration is 
not backing down on school desegregation. 

In Ueu of Nixon's Aug. 26 i request .that the U.S. Circuit 
Court of Aiqieals delay desegregation orders to fliree 
Mississippi school districts, one wonders exactly what the 
Nixon stand is. On the surface, anyway, delaymg 
desegregation orders would not seem to be characteristic of 
an administration pledged to carrying "a stick." 

Perhaps President Nixon is seeking sonic middle of llie 
road so as to avoid antagonizing opposing forces, but surely 
there is conciUation in clarity. Or poiiaps he is trying to play 
both ends against the middle, whidi might work, but only for 
so long. 

If moderation is flie Nixon theme, it should not be at the 
expense of public awareness. As the nation's leader. President 
Nixon owes it to die American pobUc to clearly present his 
civil rights position. 

In addition, presenting a deariy delineated stand is the 
expedient thing to do. The Sen. Ted Kennedy controversy 
demonstrated how deliberate clouding of facts and refusal to 
"open up" can boonnoai^. 

The cost of continued otrfiiscation can be serious.

The commission, named the Construction Industry Collective Bargaining Commission and headed by 
Labor Secretary George P. Shultz, will be conqxned of four represenUtives from labor, four from industry, 
two from the puWic at large, plus ShulU and Director J. Curtis CounU of the Fedend Me^atiiHi and 
Concilation Service. 

"Labor-management rebtions in the constriction industry reflect numerous signs of strife and tensions 
and the national interest requires an improvement in the prowdures and performance of collective 

bargainini; iii this sector," the President said. 

" ... Industrial sUife tends to disrupt construction operations and adversely to affect other sectors." 
Nixon said the commission "is audiorized to intercede in any labw dispute m tiie comtruction industry 

whenever in its judgment the labor dispute is likely to have a significant impact on construction activity in a 
locahty. Also, he said, it is authorized to develop a voluntary procedure under which labor and management 
would observe a 3-day cooling off period before a strike m lodumt is called. 

In addition, Nixon said, the commission may seek to mediate labor disputes or investigate them and 
recommend solutions.

In 1968 the University 
president prohibited the 
publisliing of FSU's literary 
magazine, "The Legend " Out of 
the resulting turmoil, the 
Student Government recognized 
a need for the magazine to be 
published. The Senate acted, and 
Student Enterprises 
Incorporated was contracted to 
publish "The Legend." 

SEI was incorporated in 1%I 
under the leadership of student 
body President Carl Butler. It 



was immediately put to use to 

suppt)rt the swimming pool 
bond. Since then, it has lived in 
a state of suspended anhnation 
except for its use in I %S. 

The fact that little has been 
heard of SE( lately does not 
mean that it is not there when it 
is needed, according to Jim Tail, 
Chief Justice of the Student 
Court and a former board 
member of SEI. "It s there when 
we need it," *he said, but 
generally it is iinl> used as a last 
resort, such as when it was used 
to publish the Legend." 

In truth, SEI is the Student 
Government under a corporate 
name. The officers of the 
corporation correspond with the 
officers of Student Government. 



The president of SEI is the 

president of the SGA. and he 
appoints the three man board ol 
trustees thai run the 
corporation. 

The financing of the 
corporation is perhaps the 
biggest problem in its operation. 
As long as the corporation is 
used in accordance with 
University policy, state funds 
may be appropriated by the 
Student Senate for its use. But, 
if the Student Government tries 
to go against policy and operate 
independently of the university, 
state funds may not be used.

Black Students 
Topic of Panel 



Problems faced by the Black Student on the predominantly white 
FSU campus headed the topics discussed by the panel at yesterday's 
Student-A-Fair. Besides those problems faced by all those attending the 
university, black students must also deal with unique structural and 
psychological concerns, according to the panel. 

Dr. Charles Wellborn, torrner uinversity chaplani. and Dr. Charles 
Gngg of the Social Research Institute, agreed that structural problems 
of discrimination and university policies, while important and difTicult, 
are more easiK overcome than the ps\ chological. Dr. Griggs cited the 
institution of a "Black Studies"" program last spring as an example of 
rapid changes in university structure. 

"Acceptance of the black student as an individual'" was the concern 
ot Charles Richerson, a senior in biology. "The black student needs to 
feel a sense of identity and pride," he continued. 

In increased awareness of the different ways black students interpret 
actions, attitudes, and gestures is needed by most whites according to 
Dr. Herb Alexander. Dean of Student Affairs at FAMU. This often is 
the cause ol problems on the campus and in the community. Dr. 
Alexander concluded. 

Problems of the mixed classroom, white superiority, need for 
continuing dialog, and adaptibliyt of both white and black groups were 
also covered by the panel

university system, has agrees that '"there ought to be some way lor tlie 
universities to measure a professor s teachini; abilities, and cenainiy . 
effectiveness in the classroom should be one of the considerations in a 
tenure request." 

Participation in last spring's survey was voluntary for professors, but 
even though there was a high degree of participation, many sections of 
classes were not recorded in the final evaluation. Brown explained that 
""the usual problems"" which accompany a computer-izraded t. i !; 
incorrect prodecure in filling out forms, incorrect coding, etc. caused 
some responses to be eliminated. 

The most serious omission the results from ilie Biology and 
Chemistry departments, and trom the School of .Nursing was caused 
from a computer malfunction during the last part of the tabulation of 
results, he said.

WASHINGTON (UP!) The 

government has delayed cutting 
off federal funds to 39 Southern 
school districts because of a 
controversial appeals court 
ruling, it was learned Monday. 

HEW Seaetary Robert S. 
Finch's order returning the cases 
to the federal hearing examiners 
could result in minimum delays 
of a month and possibly 
substantial postponement in 
processing them, UPI was told.

The junior 
college students who have not 
had the appropriate courses for 
their major may need more than 
two additional years to ccjiiiplctc 
their d^ees. Usually these 
students nwst take lower 
division required a)urscs before 
gettiiv into upper division 
course work in their nujoi. 

"It would be advantageous for 
the students in junior colleges 
who knew what senior 
institution they were planning to 
attend to work closely with that 
tinivenHy and their own 



community junior college 

counselor in trying to prepare 
themselves adequately for 
entering the institution of their 
choice." he said.

Revised University Rules And

"The President may renew my 
'judicial bodies or offiona 
i^prairiunent." 

We interpret this provision as empowering the university president to review and, if he 
deems necessary, reverse any decision handed down by die University Judicial System, 
l^Ucil iBGlBdn stndeat coarts. In effect, flioii^ Oe analogy here may be too strong, 
student courts at FSU have about as nndi actual antiioiity as the "show" legislative bodies 
m many Latin ' American countries. 

As long as student court decisions **jdl*' wMi tiie administratimi stand, tfiey may be final, 
bat dionld they not "jell" they are subject to be overturned under this provision. 

This section is not found in the Rules and Regulations as Usted in the 1%8^9 Pow Pow. 
Perhaps, the addition of the provision is a reaction to the disturbances wiiidi have hit FSU 
doing die p«t two academic years. It may be a specific reaction to the decision last Sprmg 
of a university appeals committee to overturn the suspensions of three students. 

Probably this final review authority rested with the president aU along, but it wasn t 
spelled out before. 

We feel such authtmty is dangerous - fraught with the conM.inieiKes this university is 
trying to avoid. In an age when students and faculty alike are overly sensitive about "home 
rule," so-to-speak.^ it is a further indication that, m reality, their r<rfe is stricfly adnsory - 
the final decisions in practically all phases of die university's operation are made by a 
president appointed by the Board of Regents. 

The argument is often made, "But this is the way it must be. The president must have the 
final authority." We dis^ree. There are areas m viAidi students and/w fiKulty ne citable 
of making the final decisions. .4nd unless FSU is to be a gonnuncnt contnriied kistitaticm^ 
tihey must be afforded this authority. 

If students and faculty aren't to be afforded real wtiiority, no pretense should be made 
about it. That student courts and other branches at the University Ju(ficid System 
BManii^^fidly exist is pectCBM. in the face of a j^vision sodi as the one quoted dwve.

A second puint of objection to us are die excepti«M to Oe gnarantee of 

(Article HI. Section 2. and Article 11. Section 4c ) " "Due process" is spelled out. No 
' praalty may be imposed on a student "until he has been informed in writing of the violation 

Witt uliidi he is dunged, has been provided wlfii a body of liie procedons estaMlslied by 

the tribunal to whidi he has been referred for the hearing of the charge, has been afforded a 
i reasonable time to answer, and an opportunity for a fair and impartial hearing, including the 
I ri^t to cross-examine witnesses against him and to present evidence in his own behalf and 

has been mformed in writrag of die decision againrt him.** Bat yet. **Dae proceas** m baited 

by these sections. 

They provide for "IMMEDUTE SUSPENSION PENDING A HEARING" of students 
who persist "m any activity whidi disrupts the orderly opeiafioa of Hk Florida State 
University after order to cease and desist sach activity** has been girai by die president or 

his designated representative. 

"Due process" has been defined as "a law which hears before it condemns, which 
proceeds qion inquiry, and renders judgement after trial." 

The courts have said that "regulations wliich do not afford reasonable notice and hearing 
,before adjudication, or before liability is established, operate to deprive |>ersons or organic 
rights without due process of law . . ." 

We believe "due process" can't be denied for any reason whatsoever. Students who 
disobey civil laws, including, unfortunately, many "convenient, catch-ail" laws, can be 
arrested and forcefully removed fi-om campus. This would probaUy be the aiipropriate 
action for activities such as the occupation of buildings or distruction of university 
property. But to suspend students on the spot because of persistence in "disruptive 
activities" we can't accept. 

***** 

We are concerned by what might be construed as "disruptive activities." They are de&ied 
(Artide II. Secti<m 4c) as: 

1. "Deliberately impednig oi interfering with tiie rights of 
others to enter, use, pr leave any unhrersity fisciUty, service or 
scheduled activity." 

2. "Ddiberate uiterfeience vrith members of the university 
c(»unurity n Garryii« oat their nonnal fractioai or doties.** 

Not only are diese definitions y^^^ae, but they are not all-m<Aishfe. The proviaom read: 

"Such disruptions include." not such "disruptive activities are." The provision aDows die 
admuiistration to define as "disruptive activities" anything which "disrupts the orderly 
toleration" of the univeraty. This is a blanket, covering just about any and everything. 

*•**• 

We feel the three points to which we objected above review authority over the 
Univeraty Judicial System by the president; exception of "due process;" and undefined 
"disruptive activities" for which "due process" can be denied - are the types of thin^ 
whicli fan smoldering student discontent into flames and intensify already faiinae mid 
severe crises. In addition, we believe their constitutionaUty is doubtful. 

We challenge Dr. Marshall to reply to tiie above objections. Space will be provided, at no 
charge, in this publication for his reply. Because of die mherent dangers mvolved to the 
unity of the FSU community m tiiese provisifHiB, we hope the president wS 4 "* ^ HIS 
vevisions.

Further adjustment of course 
content to better tailor the 
courses to fit the quarter 
calendar and the development 
of comprehensive syllabi to 
allow the students more 
complete understanding of 
course content, direction and 
goals were the first of the 
changes that the committee 
would like to see. 

On the subject of credit 
hours, the committee called for 
an adjustment of a majority of 
the oomaes to four and five 
hour credits where appropriate 
to the discipline and 
reassessment of course aedits 
on the bases other than class 
contact hours. 

They also suggested that 
required class attendance be 



eliminated except where critical 
to the course (eg. laboratory 
team experiments, seminar 
disscussions, etc.) along with 
increased flexibility in the 
requirement of the number of 
instructional days per quarter 
or per academic year. 

Also needed, according to 
the committee, are new and 
ianowativc approaches to the 
examination and evaluation cf 
student performance. and 
reassessment of the preparation, 
time allocation, and ariection of 
academic advisors. 

Finally, they asked for 
increased budgetary support for 
the summer quarter, allowing 
year-round operation with a fuD 
schedule of summer course 
offerings.

Mets Reveal Winning Secret

NEW YORK (UPI) - What 
was the turning point? Where 
did the New York Mets go from 
wrong to right? 

There were dozens of answers 
from dozens of sources as the 
Mets were traveling * the trail 
from purgat(ir\ to paradise but 
this is how it looks to the only 
top executive who has been 
invoh^ed with the players all the 
way: 

"Getting Gil Hodges for oiv 
manager to slant last year was 
the first big turning point." says 
Vice President and General 
Manager Johnny Murphy, an 
old-time Yankee pitcher who 
left Boston's front office to join 
the original Mets as a super scout 
in 

"Then we had another big one 
this year with an 11 -game 
winning streak starting May 28. 
That's when the players found 
out it is m'jre fun to win than to 
lose." 

What the immediate future 
holds for the Mets is anyone's 
guess but their fantastic rise 
from ninth place among 10 
teams a year ago already is 
basebaU's No. 1 rtory of 1%9. 
Furthermore, a remarkable 
precedent would be set if they 
go on to become the fitst 
expansion team to win the 
World Series. 

"I began to notice the 
difference with Hodges 
managing last year," said 



Murphy. "Then this spring he 
inspired their confidence by 
predicting we could win as many 
as 85 games. Everything he did 
was to make them believe it was 
fun to win. They discovered that 
for themselves in the ll-game 
winning streak. 

"From then on, it was a team 
effort. Tlieir spirit has been 
tremendous all the way, from 
the regulars to the utflity men 
«rtio filled in beautifully." 

Murphy, in typical fasluon, 
plays down his own role, but it's 
a hard fact of life the great 
turnabout came during his reign 
as general manager. 

"1 caught hell for my fint 
trade," Murphy recalls. "That 
brought Tommie Agee from the 
Chicago White Sox in December 
of 1967. He was beaned by Bob 
Gibson in 1968 spring traming 
and never £d come aroimd. 
Now- he's a star." 

Last winter, the Mets 
apparently needed he^ from 
trades. Every club in the 
National league seemed willing 
to deal lor pitchers Tom Seaver 
and Jerry Kossman. 

"I put them on the 
untouchable list," says Murphy 
of the trades he didn't make foi 
those two aces. "We'd be lost 
without them." 

Around the league, they rave 
about New York pitching. Tliat's 
led by Seaver, Koosman, and 
Gary Gentry, all <rf whom 
wound up on the clid>«ider odd 
circumstances benefitting the 



zany Mets of yesteiyear. 

Seaver, who pushed his record 
for the year to 24-7 on Sept. 22, 
originally was drafted as a free 
agent by the Los Angeles 
Do^>ers but he elected to stay in 
school at Southern California 
Later he was drafted and signed 
by Atfamta for SSOjOOO but the 
deal was nullified for a viobiion 
of the college rule and Tom was 
finally drawn by the Mets. 

Koosman pitched for a service 
team while serving an Army 
hitch. His catcher was the son of 
an usher at Shea Stadium The 
usher tipped off the Mets koos 
wound up at Shea. 

Gentry was drafted by three 
other clubs while pitching out 
his coUegiate eligibility at 
Arizona State, but he, too, 
wound up as a later pick by the 
Mf

'Again Questionnaires' Again 

It xem the e^orial "Again Questioiinaires," which appeared in the Sept. 25 issue of 
the Flambeau, only added to the confusion surrounding the qnestifmnaires new students 
completed during orientation week. It is hoped this column and statements below by Dr 
Harold Kom, director of the Counseling Center at FSU, which helped administer the 
questioiinnes, and Ae FacoHy Ciocas wffl dear op the coiifusion. 

An admission of error on our part is necessary. We invalidly reported studenlB WCfe given 
two questionnaires - one labeled "1969 Student Information Form, " and the other a form 
prepared by the American Councfl mi EAication. Actually, the 1969 Student Information 
Form is the ACE questionnaire. Students were given two forms. The other one was Ae 
Board of Regents' ' College and Univoiity Qnestioanaire for EnterM^ Freshmen and 
Transfer Students." 

We fiirther invalidly reported that only the 1969 Student Information Form was given on 

a voluntary basis and that completion of the other form, which we insinuated was the ACE 
questionnaire, was mandatory. Actually, completion of both foons was strictly vohintary. 
acscOTding to Dr. Kom. 

Handed out with the questionnaires was a note indicating that the l%9 Student 
Information Form was not mandatory. And Dr. Korn said students were told in oral 
instructions by the test administrator that answering of questions on the BOR form was 
voluntary. 

Despite the "precautions" taken by the Counseling Center, many .students still 
misunderstood. A member of the Flambeau executive staff participated in one of the 
WsHennun anembfies. He onderstood that one of the questionnaires was mandatory since 
only one was mentioned on the prepared note. He mid.lw did not hear an oral 
announcement that completion of the second form was voluntary. 

He said the two forms weren't clearly labled - that the note said a form entitled ACE 
questionnaire was Hw votentvy one. But the form with the penonal questions was UMed 
1 969 Student Information Form, so he concluded it was mandatory. 

The note handed out with the questionnaires did refer only to the ACE questionnaire 
And the ACE questionnaire wasn't labled "ACE questionnaire." So, if many students 
didn't hear the oral report that neitfaer form was mandatory, they too probably were 
mislead as was the Flambeau executive staff member. 

Confused? Of course, you are. So there are still kinks in the questionnaire- The 
confusion imH limited to those stndenti who completed the forms. John Arnold, Vice 
President for Student Affairs, said last week he thought completion of the BOR 
questionnaire was, after ail, mandatory. But it isn't. At le»t, we don't think H k. Or. at IhI 
w(M-d, it wasn't.

Questionnaires Defended 



To the Editor: 

There is always a need for 
clarity of thought and accuracy 
in the description of events 
when dealing with 
emotion-laden subjects. The 
administration of the ACE 
questionnaire has been the 
subject of some controversy here 
at FSU as well as other 
UnivipTsities. Such controversy 
coidd lead to meaningful' 
discussion if the real issues are 
engaged. The real issues include 
dissemination of the results and 
analysis of their implications for 
hi^er education. The editorial, 
"Again, Questionnaires," would 
have us believe that the real issue 
is that some trick was played on 
the students. I would like to try 
to clarify the events that took 
place. 

The Flambeau Editorial 
reflects the extent of feeliif 



connected with this issue, but, administrator the students were 



unfortunately, did not describe 
the events accurately. The 
editorial confused the nature 
and content of the two 
questionnaires and thus was lead 
to the conduskn that the 
students were being tricked. 
That this distortion occurred is 
in itself significant and suggests 
the need for much more open 
communication on this campus. 
However, this should not lead us 
to ignore the facts. 

There are two questionnaires 
under discussion. One is A.C.E. 
1969 Student Information 
Form; the other is the Board of 
Regent's "College and University 
Questionnaire for Entering 
Freshmen and Transfer 
Undergraduates." The questions 
in the Board of Regents 
questionnaire are impersonal and 
innocuous. in the oral 
instructions by the test 



told that answering these 
questions was voluntary. 

It is the A.C.E. 1969 Student 

Information Form which has 
been the subject of controversy 
because the questions are more 

personal and psychologically 
significant. Some of the 
questions ptinted in the editorial 

are from this questionnaire. Asa 
consequence of the controversial 
nature of this questionnaire, 
each student was handed a 
separate description of its 
purpose and intended use. 

This written description 
contained the following last 
paragraph: "Even though your 
individual responses will not be 
known to anyone at FSU, if you 
would rather not answer the 
questionnaire or any particular 
part that you feel would violate 
your sense ol privacy or

Dr. Keuchel and 
Vice-President Arnold Ascusaed 
the wording of the statement 
and agreed on a version with the 
condudtng last paragraph 
quoted as follows"tven though 
your mdividuai responses will not 
be known to anyone at FSU. if 
you would rather not answer 
the questionnaire or any 
ptftiodar <|iieition tet you feel 
would violate your sense of 
privacy or confidentiality . feel 
five not to leipond." 

Dr Keuchel attended the 
afternoon session on Sept. 17 
and observed the 
implcinenlalion "f these 
procedures. He felt it was 
handled properly and a 
reast)nablc effort was made to 
inform the students of their 
right not to respond to the ACE 
questionnaire or questions 
therein. Dr. Keuchel did not 
attend the evening session. 

It seems (o us that it would be 
desirable for ACt lo obtain 
some group or individual in the 
university community not in the 
administration to handle this 
questionnaire in the future (e.g. 
Student Government). This 
wuold remove any suspicion 
that the administration might 
use this information improperly. 

Any information needed by 
FSU dwndd be included in a 
separate questionnaire (college 
and university questionnaire for 
entering freduntoi and transfer 
undergraduates, or an additional 
form). Any objectionable 
questions induded would clearly 
be the responsibility of our 
adnnnatiation.

If you drive past the Edward Ball Marine Laboratory at Turkey Pbint, 
you might see a sturdy little ship, the Tursiops, tied up at the dodc. 
lUs comerted may baof lender is used by tiw FSU Oceanography 
Department and odwn for ieseBdi wmk m tiw (kM of Mexico and 

Caribbean - 

The vessel is 65 feet long and canies a crew of eight, including 
ssientBts, stodents and ber nga^ aewmen. The Tinsiops is used by 
physical, chemical and geological oceanograiAers, bidogical 

oceanographers, marine biologists arid geologists. 

Though the Tursiops is notequipped with laboratories for making on 
bond studies (rf^ the sea and the i^uits and animak living in the sea, she 
dws permit collection of data and specimens for study in the 
laboratories at the Ball facihty or on the FSU campus. In this sense the 
vesd opens ifp a wide' sea for study to FSU scientists wd students. 



THE GULF OF MEXICO where the Tursiops does most of her work 
hais not been thoroughly studied at this time. It is. however, a very 
important body of water for commercial Hsherman and the petroleum 
mAntiy. Both of these mdustries as weO as idated inAistries standto 
gain conaderably by an increase in our kno«4edge of the Gulf. 

. As the FSU researdi vessel and those from other colleges continue 
their studies of the Gulf, it is possible that the new knowle(^e may 
greatty increase die bowfiis man derives fiom this one body of witer.

When making studies of the Gulf of Mexico, the l^irsiops records the 
shape or contour cff the bottom and collects biological specimens from 
the water by means of nets similar to those used by fishermen. In the 
case oi ^adcton - nudl floating organisna - a very small meA net is 
used.

ANIMALS LIVING on the bottom are collected with dre^ which, 

depending on the depth, may be very similar to those used by 
commercial flsherroei\|Deep wat:r specimens are usually taken with 
q>ecial gear, however. 

Geok)gist$ may take bottom samples from the bottom with dredges 
aico. Some oceanographic vessels are equipped to take cores of the 
bottom sediments for analysis. A chemist may take samples of sea 
water by lowering qiecial bottles into the water and doong them at a 
piedetcnnined dqrth. 

Most oceanography students go for at least one cruiwon the Tursiops 
in the course of their studies at FSU. A full work schedule helps them 
to owolook the Spartan atrao^hoe oi the diq>'s accomodations and a 
ladr of equipnient for loanging on dedi.

Sunhor Dies 

; HAINES cm; FLA; GJPO 
Thomas Leach, the last living 
member of the two major league 
baseball teams that clashed in 
1903 in the fifst officid worid 
series, ^IkmdKjfAtiusmf^ 
91. 

Leach, dubbed Tommy the 

Wee" because of his small 
stotine, had a major league 
mm that ran from 1898 until 
1918 as one of the National 
Le^ue's top third basemen, 
later switcfamg to the oufidd. 

During that time he had a 
career batting average of .270. 

in the 1903 series, Itack hit 
.273 for the Pittsburgh Pirates 
against Boston, including four 
hits in tiie opening game. In 
1909 when the Pirates played 
Detroit in the series, he batted 
.320. 

Leach was only 5-6 Vi but was 
a quick and agressive player. 

He started his m^or league 
career with Louisville in 1898 
and when the National League 
was cut to eight teams in i900 
Leach, Honus Wagner and Fred 
Clarke joined Pittsburgh. 

He stayed with the Pirates 
until mid-season 1912 when he 
was traded to the Chicago Cubs. 
He went to the Cincinnati Reds, 
in 191 S and rejoined the Pirates 
for his flnal season in 1918. 

Leach also participated m the 
1901 and 1902 inter-league 
games which were not formally 
recognized as world series affairs 
because of inter- league 
squaiUng nwch like Hat that 
occurred in recent professional 
football history before the 
Super Bowl came along.
